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Blind man makes 
consideration call

A HONITON man is urging members of the public 
to be more considerate. 

Derek Chivers, of Langford Avenue, is registered blind 
and says he has a problem with various obstacles outside 
his home and when he is walking through the town. 

His main concern is the amount of shop signs, 
advertising boards and wrongly parked cars that litter the 
streets. 

Speaking to the Pulman’s View from Honiton, Mr 
Chivers said: “The problem where I live and in town is the 
cars that are parked in the wrong place. I was in town the 
other day and I nearly walked into a van because it was 
parked on the pavement. 

“It is such a nuisance and it is getting beyond a joke now. 
Taxi drivers are finding it hard to pick me up from outside 
my house because people park out the front. I have had to 
put signs outside telling people not to park, Devon County 
Council (DCC) wouldn’t do it. 

“There are clearance lines outside my house but they 
don’t do the job and people don’t take any notice of them. 
People are ignorant and I could lose my transport if the 
taxi drivers aren’t able to get to me.” 

He added: “People need to be more considerate and need 
to learn to park properly and pay attention to warning 
signs and road markings.” 

Mr Chivers says he has been in contact with the 
Highways Department at DCC to try and get the clearance 
line outside his house increased. He has also asked for 
more enforcement action to take place in his street and in 
the town. 

Adrian Phillips, of Millstream Taxis, has penned a letter 
to the county council urging them to do something about 
the situation. 

In the letter Mr Phillips said: “Langford Avenue, 
Honiton, is the home of Mr Derek Chivers who is a 
customer of mine. Mr Chivers has a disability with his 
sight. Mr Chivers has a single white line outside his 
property for no parking but the line is not long enough so 
when I drop him home I have to block the road instead of 
pulling into where I should for Mr Chivers’s house. 

“It is causing congestion as Mr Chivers can not rush out 
of the taxi and other road users become irate.” 

A spokesman for DCC added: “If drivers are ignoring 
the access protection marking and are causing an 
obstruction then it is a police matter and residents are 
entitled to call the police to have the vehicle removed.”

A TOTAL of 15 crimes were 
committed in the Honiton rural 
policing area during November, 
according to figures released by 
police recently. 

Three offences took place in 
Broadhembury. On Wednesday, 
November 11th, police were called to 
reports of two assaults and damage to 
a property in the village. All three 
incidents occurred at the same 
property and a young woman was 
arrested and charged. 

On Wednesday, November 11th, 
two men were arrested in Dunkeswell 
after being caught stealing money 
from a safe. The following day a 
window was smashed at a 
commercial premises on the outskirts 
of the village. 

Between Sunday, November 15th, 
and Monday, November 16th, a car 
parked on a road was scratched and 
between Tuesday, November 24th, 
and Wednesday, November 25th, an 
Ivor Williams trailer was stolen from 
a secure compound. 

Luppitt was the scene of two 
offences last month. On Saturday, 
November 14th, an assault took place 
between two girls and then on 
Thursday, November 26th, two more 
women were involved in an assault. 

A burglary at a commercial 
premises took place in Offwell 
overnight between Sunday, 
November 22nd, and Monday, 
November 23rd. A quantity of 
cigarettes was stolen. 

On Tuesday, November 10th, a man 
from Upottery was spoken too after 
being in possession of a shotgun 
without the relevant certificate. 

A tractor had its window smashed 
after it was left parked in a wooded 
area in Yarcombe between Friday and 
Saturday, November 6th and 7th. 

Between Monday, November 16th, 
and Friday, November 20th, a bale 
spike was stolen from a farm on the 
edge of the village. 

An assault took place at a party in 
the village on Saturday, November 
28th. Awliscombe, Buckerell, Combe 
Raleigh, Cotleigh, Gittisham, 
Monkton, Payhembury, Plymtree and 
Sheldon were all crime free.

Store plans 
under fire 

THE application submitted by 
Sainsbury’s for a store in Ottery 
St Mary has come in for strong 
criticism from one town 
councillor. 

According to Claire Wright, if the 
Sainsbury’s plan is accepted, town 
centre shops in Ottery could lose out 
to the tune of £1.5million per year. 

She said: “The news is disturbingly 
familiar. Tesco also continues to 
make exactly the same claims, 
despite their own figures giving a loss 
of income to Ottery town centre, of 
almost £400,000 a year. 

“Both stores have marketed 
themselves to local people based 
largely on benefiting the town 
centre’s business. It is surely 
unacceptable that they should do this 
when their own figures, buried in 
complex data of their planning 
proposals, reveal that the town centre 
independent shops would experience 
hardship and probable closures 
instead. 

“It is absolutely vital that local 
people have full access to the facts of 
the situation in an open way, before 
making up their minds on whether or 
not to support the application.” 

Miss Wright says she has also 
written to Angela Browning MP 
about the matter. East Devon District 
Council is set to decide between the 
Tesco and Sainsbury’s application for 
Ottery in February. 


Wind turbine bid 


‘time’ withdrawal

A PLANNING application at Luppitt, 
near Honiton, has been withdrawn 
after being discussed by councillors and 
residents in the village. 

Plans for two wind turbines at Overday 
Farm have been submitted to East Devon 
District Council (EDDC). 

Each 11KW turbine would have a blade 
diameter of 13 metres and be installed on a 
trellis tower 18 metres in height. 

The applicant, Gavin Brake, of Overday 
Farm and chairman of Luppitt Parish 
Council, has previously received planning 
permission in 2007 to convert two former 
farm buildings into holiday rental 
accommodation and the wind turbines would 
be used to generate electricity for these 
buildings plus his own home. 

Speaking to this newspaper Mr Brake said: 
“The meeting on Tuesday (December 1st) 
was our standard, monthly parish council 
meeting and as I have prejudicial interest in 
this planning application, I left the room 


while it was debated. The outcome is that the 
parish council has made a polite request to 
me to withdraw the application in order to 
give more time to call a parish meeting 
specifically to discuss the topic. 

“I said in advance that I would be delighted 
to do this and I strongly agree that we need 
to discuss the matter properly. I understand 
that the parish meeting will hopefully be at 
some point at the end of this year or early 
next year, although I am not able to be 
involved in making the arrangements. 

“I am very open about the pros and cons of 
this application, and I firmly believe that we 
need a thorough, open debate so that 
everyone can understand all the facts. My 
personal position is complicated because 
although I want to put the application in for 
consideration, I am also the chair of the 
parish council which means I am not allowed 
to take part in the debate.” 

Mr Brake added that he hoped those who 
both agree or disagree would come forward 
at the parish meeting and put their points 
across. He also praised his fellow parish 
councillors for the way they handled a 


delicate situation. 

He said: “At the forthcoming parish 
meeting I hope everyone that disagrees or 
agrees will put their points across so that 
everyone can have their say. Wind turbines 
are a sensitive topic indeed in rural 
communities, and we need an open and 
honest discussion about how we are going to 
deal with these sorts of issues in our 
community. However, the parish council 
deserves a pat on the back for the way that it 
has handled this.” 

Following last week’s meeting, Mr Brake 
has withdrawn his application. 

In a letter to sent to the planning 
department at EDDC he said: “I have 
received a request from Luppitt Parish 
Council asking if I would consider 
temporarily withdrawing my application and 
resubmitting at a later date. 

“I am strongly in favour of a wide local 
debate on this planning application and this 
sensitive topic of small scale wind turbines 
in general. I believe it would be a very good 
idea indeed to have a parish meeting on this 
topic.”

Barrels future 
is in jeopardy 

POLICE are still studying the evidence 
as they attempt to track down those 
responsible for a huge blast that injured 
more than 12 people in Ottery St Mary 
during the town’s annual Tar Barrel 
celebrations. 

The incident took place on bonfire night, 
November 5th, after someone allegedly 
threw an aerosol canister into one of the 
flaming barrels. 

The explosion has put the future of the 
event in doubt and organisers are urging 
anyone with information to contact the 
police. 

Andy Wade, president of the Ottery St 
Mary Carnival Committee, the organisers of 
the Tar Barrels, said: “This whole episode 
has jeopardised the future of the event and 
incensed a community who, on the whole, 
support what is seen as a premier event in the 
calendar.” 

Honiton CID is co-ordinating the 
investigation and detectives have said they 
are hopeful that the culprit will soon be 
brought to justice. They have asked anyone 
with information to contact police. 

Residents in the town have joined a 
campaign aimed at catching the person 
responsible and more than 3,000 people have 
signed a Facebook page asking the culprit to 
come forward.

Dementia centre to 
reopen but serving 
wider community 


THE Bungalow will play a 
prominent role in the provision of 
services in the Honiton area. 

That was the message delivered by 
the Devon Partnership NHS Trust 
following a meeting on Monday, 
November 30th, to discuss the future 
of the specialist dementia facility. 

As previously reported, The 
Bungalow was shut down in July this 
year — after a new roof was installed 
— and has remained temporarily 
closed. 

This has left residents and town 
councillors outraged and they have 
called for the unit to be re-opened 
immediately. 

Speaking to Pulman’s View, Iain 
Tulley, chief executive of the trust, 
said: “It was another useful meeting 
and we had some very frank 
discussions about how we use the 
limited money at our disposal at a 
time when money for public services 
is going to be tight. The lives of many 


people in the room had been touched 
by dementia and other mental illness 
and this is an incredibly emotive 
subject for people to talk about. 

“The inpatient service at The 
Bungalow has been part of Honiton 
for a long time and we fully 
understand people’s concerns about 
the prospect of changes to the way 
services are delivered. 

“The detailed planning of future 
services for older people is continuing 
and we want to work with local 
people and involve them in what the 
final model for local services will be.” 

Mr Tulley added that he expected 
the unit to be open early in the new 
year but that it would be serving a 
wider catchment area across east 
Devon. 

He said that in the longer term the 
hope is that The Bungalow will 
become one of many community 
resource centres across the county. 

“We expect it [The Bungalow] to re-

open early next year to provide an 
inpatient service for a wider 
catchment area, including Honiton 
and east Devon, while we make much 
needed improvements to some of our 
other older people’s units,” said Mr 
Tulley. 

“In the longer term, as we 
demonstrate a reduced need for 
hospital beds to support older people 
with a mental illness, our hope is that 
The Bungalow will become one of 
many community resource centres 
across the county. 

“These will be staffed by a full 
multi-disciplinary team and provide a 
host of services, including a memory 
clinic for the early diagnosis and 
assessment of dementia, and a range 
of day treatment services. 

“We have given a commitment to 
come back with more detailed plans 
in due course and are looking forward 
to further discussions as we move 
forward.”

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Anti-drink-drive 
campaign launch 


AN anti-drink and drive 
campaign has been launched by 
Devon and Cornwall Police. 

The initiative was launched last 
Tuesday (December 1st) to make 
sure people are aware of the risks 
and punishments they could face if 
they are caught intoxicated behind 
the wheel this Christmas. 

As part of the campaign anti¬ 
drink drive messages and videos 
will be sent to people’s bluetooth- 
enabled mobile phones from pubs, 
clubs and police patrol cars across 
the county. 

Over the Christmas and New Year 
period police patrols will be 
increased, targetting drink drivers. 

Richard Pryce, from the force, 
said: “We focus on detecting and 
deterring drink and drug driving all 
year round, not just at Christmas. 

“It is unacceptable for any 
motorist to get behind the wheel of 
a vehicle under the influence of 
either drink or drugs. 

“The potential consequences with 
death and injury on the road is all 
too evident, however the social 
impacts need to be understood by 
all. The loss of your driving licence 
may impact on your job and 
income, this could mean your home 
is threatened if you cannot meet 
rent or mortgage payments. 

“If you don’t want to suffer this. 


the message is clear, don’t drink or 
take drugs and drive.” 

Stuart Hughes, Devon County 
Council cabinet member for 
highways and transportation, said: 
“There is no place for drink driving 
on our roads. It puts lives in danger, 
and even if you are not involved in 
a collision, if you drive while over 
the limit you could be putting your 
own future at risk with the potential 
of spending time behind bars or 
losing your licence which could 
affect your job. 

“That should be enough to change 
anyone’s attitude. The message 
couldn’t be clearer — if you value 
your career and social life, make 
sure you leave the keys at home 
when drinking or you will end up 
with a criminal conviction, 
minimum 12 month ban and a stiff 
fine.” 

James Hannaford, of Devon and 
Somerset Fire and Rescue Service, 
added: “All too often fire crews 
have to deal with the aftermath of a 
collision caused by a dmnk driver 
by cutting innocent people out of 
the wreckage. 

“The service is taking part in this 
year’s drink driving campaign 
because if it makes one person who 
is tempted to drink drive think 
twice, then it could be one less 
serious accident we have to attend.”

Speed sign request 
after police survey

HONITON police carried out a speed 
survey in nearby Yarcombe recently 
after concerns were raised by residents 
and members of the parish council. 

The survey took place at the end of 
November and police used a specially- 
designed speed monitoring trolley that has 
been purchased with help from Devon 
County Council. 

The device is placed out at the roadside 
and displays a motorist’s actual speed on an 
LED screen. It can be used without police 
being present. 

A spokesman for Honiton police said: “As 
expected, the approach to the village 
(Yarcombe) from Honiton gives the highest 
speed. 

“From the parish meeting, we understand 
the main concern was speeding around the 
built up area — near the Yarcombe Inn.” 

During the day police monitored speeds at 
several locations through the village. 

In the direction towards Chard there were 
no cars travelling at more than 30mph. 
However, from Chard to Honiton the 
highest speed recorded was 36mph. 

The spokesman added: “I believe the 
speed around the built-up area and bend in 
the village is not so much of a concern but 
there are higher speeds at the top of the 
village coming from Honiton. 

“With help from the neighbourhood team 
and the parish council, a request has been 
submitted to the policy team from Devon 
County Council to have a flashing speed 
sign on the entrance to the village.”

A PRIMARY school headteacher 
has eventually left for Romania 
after running out of excuses. 

Christine Hollidge of All Saints 
Primary School got much more than 
she bargained for when winning a 
raffle in 2006. 

The school was hosting a Romanian 
children’s choir to raise money for 
and awareness of The Smiles 
Foundation. 

Mrs Hollidge got herself a raffle 
ticket at the event, the first prize being 
a week in Romania with the 
foundation. She won the raffle and 
was somewhat surprised, saying: “We 
were all invited to the draw. 

“But I didn’t realise the prize was a 
week out there. I thought it was a 
hamper or something.” 


In 1990, two people named Kevin 
Hoy and Nia Jones visited state 
orphanages around Romania. 

Their visits took place only a few 
months after Ceausescu’s fall the 
previous year and the thousands of 
children they saw seemed to have one 
thing in common — a total lack of 
smiles. 

Kevin and Nia vowed to return to 
Romania to “make a smile appear on 
the faces of children and parents” in 
the impoverished nation. 

After several years of regular visits, 
they decided to establish an official 
charity. First established as a 
charitable club in 1997, The Smiles 
Foundation subsequently became a 
fully approved charity in the UK, 
USA and Romania. 

The charity says it seeks to relieve 
poverty, promote education and 
provide hope and opportunity in a 


number of ways like Evangelistic 
outreach, food distribution, medical 
support, social assistance, education, 
child care, housing provision and 
more.

OTTER Brewery made it all the 
way after being shortlisted as one 
of four finalists in the Sustainable 
Devon category at this year’s 
Devon Environmental Business 
Awards. 

The brewerey — based at Luppitt 
near Honiton and set up by David and 
Mary Ann McCaig in 1990 — saw off 
an outdoor adventure centre, a guest 
house and a manufacturer of 
industrial piping to win the title. 

As part of the award entry, Otter 
Brewery had to prove a long-term 
commitment to protecting and 
enhancing their immediate 
surroundings (the Blackdown Hills). 

Judges were impressed at the 
tremendous lengths the McCaigs have 
already gone to — including the 
series of well established willow beds 
that help to purify waste water and the 
strong ethos to recycle ingredients 
locally — as well as the recent 
completion of their new underground 
eco cellar. 


Company literature says the cellar 
will save approximately 6.5 tonnes of 
C02 emissions per annum — the 
equivalent of removing eight chillers 
and compressors. 

In a very short time this will zero 
rate the new cellar in terms of carbon 
emission and save more than £27,000 
worth of electricity a year 

Sales and marketing director Patrick 
McCaig, the son of David and Mary 
Ann, proudly said: “This award 
means the world to us. 

“For 19 years we have strived to 
become an exemplar for the brewing 
industry as a whole whilst providing 
everyone that drinks Otter with an 
honest, distinctive and long-lasting 
memory of Devon. 

“This award is a brilliant testament 
to what mum and dad have achieved 
since 1990 and we plan on making the 
business even greener in the future.” 

The awards were set up 17 years 
ago by the Devon Environmental 
Business Initiative to celebrate and 
raise awareness of the environmental 
steps that were being taken by 
companies across the county.

CHEF Hugh Fearnley- 
Whittingstall joined Axminster 
Carpets to officially open the 
company’s new water recycling 
facility at Buckfastleigh. 

The new piece of equipment will 
make sure that 95 per cent of waste 
water can be reused at the spinning 
mill. 

Buckfast Spinning Mill has 
traditionally used water from the 
local River Dart to wash new wool 
prior to the spinning process as well 
as dyeing yarn. Previously the waste 
water from the manufacturing 
processes would be discharged and 
treated by the local water authority. 

But, after the recycling process, 95 
per cent of the waste water will now 
be resent into the plant processes and 
the residual waste is being converted 
to bio-fuel, with the long-term plan 
to use it to power the company’s 
lorry fleet and manufacturing plant. 

The cost of the project came to 
£2million-plus, and the water 
recycling plant will be able to handle 
400m3 of waste water per day when 
at full capacity.

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Guest speaker amazes 
with Amazon trip tales 


AXMINSTER Horticultural 
Society held its annual meeting 
on Wednesday, November 18th. 

The president welcomed members 
and went on to say the weather this 
year had kept everyone on their toes. 
The rain during July and August had 
meant that a hosepipe ban was 
definitely not on the agenda. She 
thanked the committee for the hard 
work they put into the annual show 
which took place at the Axe Yale 
Festival and hoped that next year 
would be just as successful. 

The chairman said it had been 
decided to cut back on outings but the 
three that took place were extremely 
good and fully booked. She remarked 
on how good the weather had been in 
June for the show and that the 
marquee had been a great attraction. 
Thanking so many members for being 
present she said how they made the 
society what it was — a very happy, 
friendly one. 

The treasurer told members that 
though there had been some losses 
and dividend and interest rates had 
drastically reduced during the 
financial year, the society was 
financially sound. The chairman 
thanked him for all his work on behalf 
of the society. 

Following the evening’s business a 
talk was given entitled Upper 
Amazon. The Amazon talk was 
followed by an amazing video with 
music and comments from some of 
the party. The speaker explained that 
the ‘holiday’ had started in her 
kitchen when her daughter had asked 
if she would like to go on a three- 


week holiday to the Amazon. The 
holiday was with a company called 
Spirit of Adventure based on 
Dartmoor. Being only five feet tall 
and not feeling that she was fit 
enough, her daughter suggested she 
went to the gym. Becoming fitter, the 
next hurdle was 11 injections and how 
to fit three weeks’ essentials plus 
walking boots into one bag. After 
packing and unpacking several times 
a compromise was reached. 

After flying from London, they 
spent one night in Lima. An early 
morning start next day saw them 
flying halfway up the Andes where 
they were able to adjust to the 
altitude. Leaving there, they travelled 
in a rusty minibus on roads that were 
full of potholes causing the windows 
to open letting the dust in and 
occasionally the door fell off giving 
them all a well-deserved break while 
it was replaced. 

The speaker explained how, in the 
high Amazon, it was amazing to see 
the condor flying with its twelve-foot 
wing span. Markets were colourful 
affairs only happening once a month, 
a chance for the people isolated up in 
the mountains to meet friends and 
chat over events. Women wore hats, 
brims down which denoted being 
married or brims up for single 
women. Helpful for those who were 
looking to go courting. Guinea pigs 
were given special care. They are an 
essential part of the food chain 
supplying protein. They are cooked 
whole with head, teeth and claws. Not 
a delicacy for the faint-hearted. 

Their first camp was at 13,000 feet. 


They slept in small tents and the beds 
had to be made by 4pm as 
temperatures dropped to minus 20 as 
soon as darkness came. Boots, toilet 
roll and torch had to be kept by the 
tent entrance. Pumas roamed the area 
and a torch was essential if you 
needed to leave the tent at night. They 
were enticed out of their tents on the 
first night to see the stars which was a 
breathtaking experience. There was 
ice on the sleeping bags in the 
morning. The speaker celebrated her 
birthday while she was there and her 
daughter took a mini birthday cake for 
her. 

There were 12 people on the holiday 
with three safety men and the boss of 
the holiday company who had to see 
that the tours were being run properly. 

In the first week there was canoeing 
which involved wearing wetsuits. 
These were apparently difficult to get 
into and the guest speaker was picked 
up and shaken into hers! Three safety 
men always went ahead of the boats. 
The canoes were in different sizes 
holding one to three people. 

The holiday was not without its 
setbacks with the speaker being bitten 
by a spider which caused her hands 
and feet to swell. She succumbed to 
hypothermia and was unconscious for 
24 hours. On recovery, the holiday 
continued. 

They started and returned to Cusco 
after each week’s adventure. The 
second week was trekking to Machu 
Picchu which had to be taken very 
slowly so no one was overcome by 
altitude sickness. They had to have a 
registered guide and there were 24 


porters to transport tents, luggage and 
food. At the end of each day hot food 
was always ready for them. They were 
told all the time to go very slowly but 
the porters, used to the terrain, often 
ran. It took four days to get there with 
breathtaking scenery en route and 
paths that were often close to sheer 
drops. After their visit they were 
flown out in a helicopter while the 
porters ran back in one day to collect 
the next party of tourists. 

Week three was white water rafting. 
By this time eight of the party had 
decided to make other holiday 
arrangements which left four in the 
party with three safety men, the 
company boss from Dartmoor and the 
Pemvian oarsmen. To describe the 
journey they made in words would not 
do it justice. The video had members 
hanging onto their seats as the party 
made its way along the river. We had 
thought the canoeing had been 
exciting but white water rafting was 
something different. 

The evening sped by with changing 
scenery with the group at one time 
being taken through desert and then 
ravines. Members watched people eat 
boiled eggs that had taken 16 minutes 
to boil because of the altitude. 

The club was amazed that this small 
person had done all this and the 
members were very impressed. It was 
a wonderful evening.

Don’s banana talk 
of family history 


IN a talk to Axminster Probus 
Club, under the tantalising title 
of Bananas for Breakfast, Don 
Foster told the story of his 
ancestors’ family as 
missionaries in the Philippines 
and elsewhere. 

His grandfather, James Alexander 
Graham, was born in Scotland in 
1875 and trained as a doctor. 

Following his graduation, he 
travelled to Brazil to further his 
career and was advised to marry a 
nurse which he duly did. 

It is presumed that this was by 
reason of devotion rather than 
expediency. On retirement, Don 
decided to research the family 
involvement and this is his story. 

Don’s aunt, Merne, was born in 
Brazil in 1899 and was taken back 
to Britain a year or so later. 

Her mother died in childbirth 
about that time and James took up a 
post-graduate research post at John 
Hopkins University, USA. 

For reasons unknown, his views 
changed and he became a medical 
missionary in the Philippines in 
1905 where he became widely 
respected for his good work which 
included hospital building and 
education. 


He died in 1940 leaving Merne 
behind. When the Japanese overran 
the island, Merne was hidden by a 
local lady, Fecunda, who had been 
taken into care by James in 1918. 

Hiding in caves and in the jungle, 
she was in constant movement. 
Many of the locals took up guerrilla 
warfare. 

It was three years before Merne 
was able to let her family know, in 
1945, that she was safe. 

After the liberation she returned 
to the Philippines as a nurse, not to 
Bohol but to Samas. 

Don’s enquiries took him to the 
Philippines where he found 
Fecunda and was able to discover 
many facts about his forebears. 

He now visits the island twice a 
year, doing voluntary work there 
and donating much needed medical 
equipment and other supplies. 

Not content with that he also does 
similar work in Vietnam! And the 
title? Well that relates to the fact 
that the staple diet during the years 
of hiding was the banana! 

Yet another guest of a member 
has decided to join the club on the 
strength of the quality of the talks 
and is one of many recent additions 
to the monthly gatherings at the 
Ridgeway Inn in Smallridge.

It must be a matter of rejoicing that 
despite the recent problems in 
Baghdad time and energy have been 
found to produce a traditional item 
to mark the celebration of the birth 
of the Prince of Peace, and there 
should be much joy at this. 

Some weeks ago, we reported on 
the celebrations in Anglican 
churches of Back to Church Sunday, 
when members received personal 
invitations from their local churches 
to return to worship on a certain 
Sunday in September. The results 
analysed so far indicate that the 
Church of England welcomed back 
53,000 people at this time. 

Having written about people 
returning to church, it is now time to 
write about clergy in the Honiton 
Deanery of east Devon, where steps 
are in hand to replace the incumbent 
at Uplyme and Axmouth, the rector 
of the Axminster team, and in 
Colyton Benefice their rector is 
leaving for a group of Exeter 
parishes in February. At Uplyme on 
December 20th the Bishop of Exeter 
will licence the Revd Gavin Tyte, 
who will occupy Uplyme Rectory 
with his wife and children. 
Meanwhile the Axminster parishes 
are completing their work leading to 
the search for their new incumbent. 

In the Colyton Benefice the 
process has only just started in 
which profiles of the parishes are 


now being assembled, which will 
eventually lead to advertisements for 
the post and the selection process. At 
the time of such vacancies the 
churchwardens of the parishes 
together with fellow members of 
their church councils often find they 
have their hands full. 

Nevertheless in the churches life 
goes on, and the Revd Ian Kirby, of 
the United Reform Church, writes 
that every month the church leaders 
from Axminster get together for 
breakfast. It’s a good time of the day 
to meet because everyone has to eat 
and there are unlikely to be other 
things in the diary at that time of the 
morning. It’s not just a question of 
travelling within the town either — 
our most recent breakfast was at the 
Methodist manse in Seaton and the 
next one will be in Chardstock. Over 
the meal we get a chance to share 
news, and also to discuss any 
forthcoming events. Of course, 
conversation can cover a wide 
variety of subjects and often does. 

The Friends of St Andrew’s 
Church, Colyton, members of which 
work hard to provide support for the 
maintenance of the church fabric, is 
holding two events in December. On 
December 12th from 10am to 
12noon in the church there will be 
coffee, mince pies and other stalls 
including Fairtrade. 

The group’s monthly tea dances 
continue in Colyton Town Hall but 
in December it will be on Thursday, 
December 17th with dancing and a 
cream tea and all proceeds will go 
towards the maintenance of the 
church fabric.

PROPOSALS for some of the Seaton regeneration 
project have officially been given the green light 
after being signed off by East Devon District 
CounciPs (EDDC) executive board at a meeting on 
Wednesday, December 2nd. 

However, the plans are interlinked with the Tesco 
development and will only go ahead if the supermarket 
giant receives permission to bring in landfill materials by 
sea onto its site. 

Tesco have said they expect to submit an application for 
the infill scheme before Christmas. 

During Wednesday night’s meeting the executive board 
agreed a list of recommendations that ranged from large- 
scale financial commitments to smaller items of detail and 
from legal measures to joint working with Seaton Town 
Council and Devon County Council. 

A list of gains for the town was also agreed and these 
closely match a list that Seaton’s elected representatives 
wrote in April 2008. 

The gains include: Committing £1.8million from the 
land agreement to a visitor centre and cycle hub, EDDC to 
act as client for the appointment of the visitor centre 
design and build, a land deal linking the proposed new 
Tesco supermarket and regeneration site with the town 
centre, expanding the Axe Wetlands nature reserve, EDDC 
to match contributions from Seaton Town Council and 
Tesco towards the salary of a town manager, transfer of 
land at Elizabeth Road to Seaton Town Council to be used 
for improved youth facilities, a day nursery built by Devon 
County Council on Elizabeth Road to be operated by Pink 
Hippo, agreement that interim acco mm odation for the 
Tourist Information Centre (TIC) be provided by Seaton 
Tramway and signage directing the public to alternative 
toilets when those at The Underfleet are out of use. 

Steph Jones, EDDC member champion for Seaton, said: 
“I am delighted with the progress that has been made 
recently concerning the delivery of the regeneration in 
Seaton. It is now time for Seaton to get behind this project 
and give it their 100 percent backing. 

“I would like to think that we can all work together to 
achieve the very best outcome we can for the town. I am 
proud of the work this council (EDDC) has done towards 
securing the best possible regeneration programme for the 
area. 

“People who suggest that EDDC want to destroy the 
town have no idea of the amount of hard work that has 
been done to date by officers and members and will 
continue to be done to ensure that Seaton is once again a 
thriving and viable community.” 

Ray Franklin, chairman of the Seaton regeneration 
programme board, added: “It’s very gratifying to see some 
real progress being made with the various elements of this 
scheme.” 

However, some concerns have been raised by Seaton 
Community Group and Seaton Chamber of Commerce. 
Both organisations believed that moving the TIC was not 
in the best interests of the town.

be the stuff of history but 
two decades later we 
don’t seem to have 
moved on very far in eco¬ 
nomic terms. 

1989 was at the start of 
a period of harsh eco¬ 
nomic adjustment. But 
despite increasing unem¬ 
ployment and great diffi¬ 
culties in the financial and 
industrial sectors the 
property market was one 
of the first areas to show 
improvement. As we 
move towards 2010 there 
are distinct parallels to the 
market behaviour all 
those years ago. 

We do not know any 
more now than we did 
then about how long the 
market will take to get 


back to good health - one 
spokesman from a na¬ 
tional estate agency chain 
has recently gone on 
record to say that over the 
next couple of years 
prices could go down or 
they could stay the same 
or they could rise. It is 
this sort of vacuous com¬ 
ment from someone who 
should really know better 
that serves to underline 
the fact that no one can 
predict the future in prop¬ 
erty. But we do have his¬ 
tory to help guide us. 

It was during the period 
that we spent climbing out 
of the economic mire in 
the early ‘90s that many 
people laid the founda¬ 
tions for their financial 


well being over the next 
twenty years - apart from 
a blip at the end of that 
decade! Then, as now, 
there were great opportu¬ 
nities in the market for 
asset growth. 

But today we have the 
added advantage of low 
mortgage interest rates. 
The banks may not be 
falling over themselves to 
make so many home 
loans but mortgage avail¬ 
ability is slowly getting 
better and this may be the 
last time for many years 
that there are real 
chances to find a wonder¬ 
ful home without the seri¬ 
ous buyer competition that 
goes with a market in fast- 
forward. 

This is a market when 
astute buyers will make 
some good money as well 
as find a good home. 
Equally there will be those 
who don’t take this 
chance and come to re¬ 
gret that choice. So be 
like Germany twenty 
years ago, grab the 
chance while it’s there. 
For some, like those 
Berliners, it may be a 
once in a lifetime opportu¬ 
nity.

Rugby round-up

Hoping to avoid my third wet suit in as many Saturdays, I 
travelled to Honiton to take in their game against New Cross 
and found that it had started early.

HONITON 20pts NEW CROSS 13pts 

THIS game took place on the second pitch at Allhallows and 
conditions were, although very wet under foot, marginally 
better than I expected.

The home side’s first incursion into their opponents came 
after 20 minutes’ play and was crowned with success. Having 
set their opponents on the back foot by driving through their 
pack, they spun the ball wide to winger Dobson who execut¬ 
ed a deft “in and out” to beat his man and, although being 
half tackled by the full back, was not held. He regained his 
feet and scored in the comer to level the scores. 

The next chance fell to New Cross but their eminently kick- 
able penalty goal attempt slid wide and Honiton took the lead 
on the half hour. They won a penalty on their opponents’ 
twenty two and out wide and, after kicking the ball to the cor¬ 
ner, won the line out and set up the maul. Lock then peeled 


off down the narrow side and touched down, again out wide. 

Honiton now led 10-5 but nothing was resolved and the vis¬ 
itors narrowed the gap by kicking a penalty some five min¬ 
utes before the break. 

The home side had the final say of the half however. They 
were awarded a penalty in the final minutes of the half and 
Nex offered to kick at goal to the chagrin of the assembled 
pundits (including me) who felt that his side would have been 
better served by a kick to the comer.

Conditions had never been ideal 
and were worsening as the game progressed and, with some 
twenty minutes left. New Cross caught the home full back in 
possession and won a penalty. Scorning the kick at goal, the 
took a quick tap and a diagonal run took them over out wide 
for the try that although it remained unconverted, brought 
them back into the contest. 

The home side infringed several times during the final 
quarter, and were not sure under the high ball. New Cross 
prospered accordingly but could not maintain consistent 
pressure and Honiton held out for the win.

ANOTHER frustrating day for the Sidmouth camp that 
ended with them falling behind in the final minutes of a game 
that, for over an hour, they had looked capable of winning.
